more and rhort farmers are find- 
ing work off the farm and a study 
by Census feureau experts leads 
them to the prediction that 
the 


trend still has a long way to go 
in many parts of th country.

the 1954 census, it shows that in 
the 25 years up to 1954, the nuhv 
ber of farm operators who work 
off the farm more than 100 days 
a year has doubled. 


Census Bureau experts 
expect

southeast. 


Between ^1945 and 1954, the Cen- 


sus Bureau; found relatively little 
change in the number of farmers 
with outside jobs in 
two areas,

east. The greatest movement of 
farmers to parl-timo or full-lime 
outside jobs came in two

sections,

states running from the 
northern 


plains into the southeast. 


Census Bureau export.s draw two 


conclusions from their mass of fig- 
ures on farmers and of the farm 
jobs. 


First, thest exports 
believe the 


number of part-time farms is de- 
clining as part-time farmers

full-time jobs In towns and cities. 


Second, the Census Bureau, says 


that increasing number of com- 
mercial farmers are working off 
the farm 100 days or more each 
year. In most cases, the Census 
Bureau says you'll find this trend 
strongest in sections where indus- 
trial development is heavy.
